In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because a disk drive can verify data with specifics of other phase lock loop circuits. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as phase detection in any digital data communications 
device. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
